is obvious from the faet that the de- 
mand is in addition to one for 
schools, hospitals and such like in- 
stitutions (whatever that may mean). 
The idea entertained by many that 
this is part of a good deal thrown in 
in the belief of the advisability of 
leaving ample margin for reduction 
on the whole demands, seems to be 
precluded by the fact of its being 
deemed worthy of a separate clause 
containing nothing else.

Whatever the intention or whereso- 
ever the idea originated, it has very 
considerably succeeded in killing 
out the sympathy of the general pub- 
lic, and is just anoteer instance of 
how greed and cunning will over 
reach theinselves. People who for- 
merly from an abstract sense of jus- 
tice or love of fair play, would wil- 
lingly have aided the half-breeds in 
the Territories to equal justice with 
those in Manitoba, are disgusted at } 
the outset by the complexion of 
this one. It is naturally asked why 
any special grant should be made by 
the state to a denomination which 
so far from being distinctly national 
is in the Territories numerically a 
weak one.
